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AMATEUR TELEVISION NEWS

7989 started with a bang for ATV viewers with a live downlink from 
Southern California via commercial satellite. The Rose Bow] parade is one 
of the biggest public service events for Southern California amateurs with 
several hundred being involved including 50 or so ATV’ers. The ATV portion 
was uplinked to Galaxy 2 courtesy of Hughes Satellite Group and was then 
downlinked via the 12' Earth Station at our Walnut Creek Teleport. From 
there the signa] was retransmitted to Diablo on 1.2 GHz for distribution 
via the WONKF ATV repeater. The telecast was introduced by TV's Michae | 
Landon of Bonanza fame and featured a great video tape explaining ATV and 
what the group was doing and how it was done. Then followed the parade, 
complete with audio from the 220 repeater in the area used for coordina- 
jon anc logistics. The final shots, some three hours later, featured a full 
set of credits listing all amateurs who took part and an address for QSL 
cards. This was an outstanding example of technica! competence and applica- 
tion matched with some great coordination and logistics staged by a 
dedicated group of people. 

January provided more action on ATV. Members of MDATVA had the 
opportunity to view high flying TV via the "ATV Balloon Flight” that 
featured an ATV transmitter and camara package aboard a helium-filled 
weather balloon. The balloon was expected to reach 80,000 to 100,000 feet 
and produce ATV pictures over much of California and also Nevada. This 
project is being coordinatec by WB8ELK sponsored by companies whose 
equipment will be used in the tests. ihe whole package imciuding tne 
balloon is some 45 feet tall and includes a parachute, radar, reflector anc 
the transmitter package which included a color CCD camera. We were planning 
to re-transmit the live pictures from Mojave to Diablo for local viewing, 
but due to the flight date which clashed with the Super Bow], we were 
unable to provide the required man power and equipment resources. The 
flight will be shown via tape at a later date. 

Mike RMT and Mike GOZ got up at the crack of dawn and transported a 
receiving station up the mountain to monitor the event, but despite big 
antennas and preamps, not a sight or sound was heard from the high flying 
balloon. Our valiant attempts were recorded on tape and should make for 
some funny viewing at a future date. 

The next big event for ATV will be the shuttle mission current ly 
scheduled for launch on February 23rd. There is no classified cargo so we 
expect full coverage commencing several hours before lift-off and continu- 
ing until several hours after landing. The previous mission produced 17- 
hour continuous transmit periods for the repeater over several days and was 
3a true smoke test for the system. The coverage is controlled by an event 
timer which keys the transmitter up and down with daily coverage usual ly 
around 3AM, ending around 5PM. The reason for no evening coverage is; when 
there is only a single crew, sleep times are scheduled during evenings. 

1 would like to thank Jay Watson of Watson Communications for his 
assistance and advice, and for providing the great sites that enable us to 
pursue our hobby. Most of the high level amateur repeaters in the Bay area 
are located on Watson Communication sites.
